‘THE political records of 

European epochs are 
dated by the signatures of 
compacts between Europe’s 
strong military powers. The 
treaties of peace, or of al- 
liance, are the postscripts 
and conclusive arrangements 
agreed to after and resulting 
from military successes. His- 
tory is punctuated by the red 
‘seals of the great powers, 
‘whose disks of assent give it 
a lurid illumination, and mar-

the new world, the republican governments north and south of the equa- 
tor on this continent—for Brazil is republican excepting in name—to in- 
itiate, for the first, the spectacle of a representative congress, gathered in 
the capital of the United States, in conference for a communion of inter- 
ests, and to canvass the basis of mutual interchange of climatic products 
for the common benefit. 

No swift or instantaneous results can reasonably be expected from 
this congress of American representatives. Contact must precede inter- 
course. The object-teaching of an exhaustive investigation of the activi- 
ties, manufacturing and agricultural resources, the wonderful system of 
internal communication and railroad commerce, and the marvelous cities 
of the United States, will address itself, without other appeal, to the 
judgment of our geographical neighbors — neighbors who are joined to us 
by the common occupancy of the new world. 

The dream of the earlier statesmen of this republic is shaping itself, 
on the threshold of its new century, into realization. A brotherhood of 
defensive policy against European occupancy and aggression will be the 
natural outcome of the alliance between the northern Saxon and the south- 
ern Latin races of the two American continents. 

It is inevitable to the monarchical systems of Europe, and the assur- 
ance of their geographical integrity, that each, as against an adjoining ag- 
gressor, maintain itself by expensive and vast military armaments. The
